TRANSPORT RATES 
HELD PARAMOUNT 


Appeal to the Dominion Government 
ment to consider the interests cof the 
farmer as paramount in lewislation 
relating to grain transportation rates 
now before Parliament was made in 
a telegam forwarded tv the Hon. C. 
D’, Howe, minister of transport, by 
the North-West Grain Dealers’ As- 
sociation, 


The message dispatched fo the gov- 
ernment by Line Elevator Compsn- 
ies who comprise the membership of 
the North-West Dealers’ Association, 
reads: 


“With reference to proposed Act to 
establish! a Board of Transport Com- 
missioners for Canada the Country 
Elevator Companies who are mem- 
bers of this Association and whose 
cust.mers comprise more than 50 
per cent of Western farmers _re- 
spectfully draw Government’s atten- 
tion to danger that the fixing of unl- 
form rates for steamship companies 
upvn Great Lakes will tend to limit 
competition presently beneficial to cost 
of movement of Canadian ‘grain, and 
particularly to possibility of addition- 
al burden upon western farmers, due 
to increased freight charges. (Earn- 
estly recommend that interest of herd 
pressed western farmers be consid- 
ered paramount in any legislation or 
regulation directly or indirectly af-

A meeting of the Town Councill was 
held Monday evening in the town 
office when the mayor and all the 
councillors were present, 

A by-law was introduced appointing 
W. J. Pythian assessor for the year 
1937, This was carried upon being 
read three times. 

The estimates for this year were 
discussed and igone into in detail, A 
difference in opinion arose in ccn- 
nection-with the levying for old ac- 
counts that had been levied for in pre- 
vious years and nct paid, as had these 
taxes been collected in those years 
the accountS would have been paid. 
as it now stands #hese are covered in 
the arrears of taxes carried forward. 
It was thought that certain percent- 
ages of these old outstanding accounts 
be levied for this year. After consid- 
@rable discussion the ‘estimates were 
Teft in the hands of the various com- 
mittees to be brought in at a special 
meeting to be called later. 

The question of the appointment of 
auditcrs for the present year came up, 
and it was felt that owing to the fact 
that the present auditors had been aud 
iting the accounts for considerable 
time .a change should be made this 
year, According L. Collins will be ad- 
vised that his services will be no 
longer required. 

A discussion arose as to the pay- 
ment of accounts. The mayor point- 
ed out that in accordance with the 
Town Act the council may provide 
that accounts be audited before pay- 
ment. It was decided the auditors 
will look into the accounts incurred 
since 1st of January 1937 and com- 
pile the audit of these accounts for the 
first meeting of the council in April. 

The public works and sewer com- 
mittee submitted: That private or 
party sewers be installed by the town 
only when the individual makes ap- 
plicaticn in writing to the town and 
agrees to pay all costs in connection 
with the same. This includes the 
costs of all tile required, whether on 
private prceperty or on streets or 
lanes, In every case’ the required 
money necessary for the undertaking 
must be paid in advance to the town. 

It was decided to offer the brick 
house near the highway for sale. In 
case there was no purchaser it will 
be taken down and the material sold

A Radio Renaissance? 


The radio audience in Western Canada which has suffered expensively | 
for some considerable time, and in recent months in inarticulate silence out-| 
side the home, has at last some reason to hope that some of the disabilities’ 
under which it has been suffering are about to be removed, or at least 
ameliorated. 

The grounds for these hopes are based on the recent public utterances 
of Major W. FE. Gladstone Murray, the imported general manager of the 
comparatively new set up, the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, succes- | 
sor to the erstwhile Canadian Radio Commission, on the occasion of his first | 
trip to the west since his appointment. which coincided with the re-organ- | 
ization of the radio governing body of the Dominion. 

A year ago radio columns in the daily press were filled with lamenta-| 
tions and the gnashing of teeth of radio fans whose complaints of interfer- 
ence, inadequacy of programs and other causes of dissatisfaction with the 
status quo swelled into a diapason of discontent. 2 

To the average Western Canadian owner of a receiving set it appeared 
that very little heed was being paid to his complaints and little or nothing | 
being done to remedy them and that the only reply to his expressions of | 
annoyance was to double his contribution to the commission for the privilege 
of listening in to what he did not want to hear, 

Since that time the chorus of disapproval seems to have diminished | 
somewhat but this must not be construed in official quarters that discontent 
has disappeared. It would be more correct to diagnose it as a demonstra- 
tion of tolerance on the part of the Western radio public--a desire to give} 
the new governing body an opportunity to study defects and disabilities in | 
the hope that they will be able to remedy them and give the radio fans 
something more to their taste. | 

As intimated at the outset there is some reason -to hope, in the light | 


| 


of Major Murray's statements that something is going to be done, and in} 


the near future, to give Western Canadians a better break in the radio field | 
than they have had hitherto. 

It is true that Major Murray's public comments were entirely devoid of | 
any information as to what steps will be taken precisely to remedy long-| 
standing complaints but the general tenor of his published remarks indi-} 
cated that he is fully aware of the causes of discontent on the prairies and) 
an intimation that something is going to be done in an effort to “more 
nearly meet the wishes of the licensees in this section of the Dominion was | 
coupled with the interviews he gave the press. 

The mere fact that recognition is given to the existence of complaints 
is half the battle and engenders a reasonable hope that solutions of some 
of the major problems are to be found within a reasonable time. 

The following extract from one of his interviews shows that Major) 
Murray has put his finger on some of the chief causes of annoyance to} 
Western Canadian radio users: 

“Major Murray expressed great interest in the difficulties of Western| 
Canadian listeners to obtain their favorite United States programs through 
‘blanketing’ of the southern stations by Canadian‘ones. He hoped a new} 
allotment of wave lengths would follow, with special benefit to Canada, from | 
the world conference on wave lengths to be held in Cairo in 1938, That 
conference likely would be preceded by regional conferences. 

“Despite the existing wave length agreement between Canada and the | 
United States, no agreement existed with Mexico and considerable difficulty 
was noted from that quarter. The C.B.C, manager also expressed his aware- 
ness of the difficulty of local listeners obtaining their favorite Canadian 
programs because of local programs by stations in their area. 

“Major Murray said the average radio listener wanted variety with a 
fair measure of better class music. : 

“He announced the intention of the C.B.C. to take part in a scheme 
of exchanging producers within the Empire and with the United States. He 
mentioned particularly proposed exchanges between the C.B.C,, B.B.C. and 
N.B.C. It was wise, he felt, for Canadian program producers to widen their

experience through visits to other countries and to let Canadians know what 
was being done elsewhere.”’ | 

While the points mentioned by Major Murray do not by any means 
cover the entire ground, the very fact that he is quickly assimilating the 
causes of difficulties and objections in the west, is to say the least encourag: | 
ing and his attitude indicates that he is anxious and willing to meet the 
wishes of the western audience, insofar as it may be feasible.

Hitler's Decision About Nobel Prizes 
Sweeps Away Good Feeling 

Chancellor Adolf Hitler's decision 
forbidding Germans to accept Nobel 
prizes in the future created a more 
unfavorable impression in Sweden 
than anything that has happened in 
Germany since the “purge’’ of June, 
1934. By a stroke of the pen Hitler 
has swept away most of the good-will 
toward Germany built up by Dr. 
Joseph Goebbels’ propaganda depart- 
ment in the last few years. 

The official German explanation is 
scorned and it is said that the mere 
| fact that the Nazi government has 
taken this decision shows that it 
realizes that the prizes still consti- 
tute an important link between Ger- 


|; many and the outside world. 


Even during the World War the 
work of the Swedish Nobel Commit- 
tee, which awards the prizes - for 
physics, chemistry, medicine and 
was not interrupted, and 
Swedes remember with pride that 
they did more than any other peo- 
ple to prevent the world of science 
being submerged in the hatreds and 
suspicions of the Great War. Be- 
tween 1914 and 1918 the physics 


prize twice was awarded to Germans 


and twice to Britons and in the 
same period the chemistry prize was 


awarded to a German, Briton and

FARMERS HELPED BY 
WEATHER RECORDS 


In order to have metecrologica’ 
records in convenient form for farm: 
ers fur reference purposes, certain o! 
these records, as reported by.the,ex- 
perimental farms-and stations of th: 
Dominion Department of Agricultur 
throughout Canada, have been incpr- 
porated in the-progres report of ‘th: 
division of Field Hiusandry for th 
years 1931 to 1935. The report which 
has just been issued is published i 
two parts, one dealing with Easter: 
Canada and British Columbia, anc 
the other with the prairie provinces 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
These meteorological reports have 
been prepared in co-operation with 
the Metevrological Service of Can 
ada. } ; 

As the experimental farms and 
stations are located in the principa’ 
agricultural regions of Canada,  th« 
weather records.in the report presen’ 
a fairly representative picture of the 
climatic conditions of these regions. 
Tables showing the average monthl) 
temperatures at the different station 
the average monthly precipitation. 
the average annual snowfall anc 
rain fall, and the average monthly 
hours of sunshine are 
studying the information contained ir 
the report, it has to be kept in mind 
thfit the average figures in each table 
are the average for the month o' 
year, and have been calculated from 
daily records, Deviations occur, and 
the records in a given month or yea! 
may be considerably above or below 
the normal as presented, It is the de 
viation, from this normal figure which 
most frequently affects the yield of 
crops abnormlly. In order to learn 
the effect of variations in weathe) 
upon crop yields in a given year, 
it is necessary to have complete fig- 
ures for the year in question, rather 
than the average for a pericd of 
years. Such figures are available at 
all times in the office of the Field 
Husandry Division, Central Experi- 
menta) Farm, Ottawa.

A new wheat variety Reward has 
beaten Marquis for the Canadian 
championship at Tcronto, and _ the 
World Championship at Chicago! 

In the winter of 1927 the cabla 
dispatches of Noith America  car- 
ried this news. Farmers seed growers 
and scientific agriculturists were 
greatly interested, All wanted to 
know something about the new var- 
iety 

Reward wheat, it seemed, gave ker- 
nels thht were unusually hard, ex- 
ceedingly uniform and plump, of a 
dark red color, and high in webght 
Per measured bushel. It attracted 
the eyes of the judges then, and has 
done so at every grain exhibition ever 
since, 

Reward is the result of a cross 
between Marquis and Prelude, made 
by Dr. Charles Saunders in 1912, and 
selected, as was Garnet, by Dr. L, 
H, Newman, for test in 1923. 

In addition to its magnificent ap- 
pearance Reward is even better than 
Marquis in milling and baking value, 
and as well is from 5 to 7 days earl- 
ier than Marquis. 

Here at last, it seemed, was the 
perfect wheat for the northern 
country, Alas! tests eventually re 
vealed that Reward lacked in one 
character—most impvrtant to the 
farmer—its yield was definitely lowev 
than that of Marquis, and so it has 
failed, unfortunately to fill the place 
expected,
